10 PREVENT USE Of I 
I UNCLAIMED PAPERS 


W hether or not the custom at the | 
local postoffice of allowing employes 
to take for their own use magazines 
that are unclaimed by the ¡»ersous to 
whom they are addressed will have 
to Is* abolished, under a more strin­ 
gent application of the federal postal 
laws, Is a question which just at pres­ 
ent is proving of some interest to offi­ 
cials and employes here 
The m atter has been brought for­ 
cibly to mind by the intelligence froiff 
Youngstown that fiv e employes or the 
postoffice in th at city have been a r ­ 
r e s t e d on charges of rifling the mails 
and taken before IT. S. Commissioner 
Gilmer for trial their offense having 
been none other than 
taking 
unto 
themselves such magazines 
as 
re­ 
mained 
unclaimed 
after 
a 
certain 
length of time. 
It is understood that 
a reprimand will be the extent of the 
punlhsment, in view of the fact that 
the custom had been a common one, 
known to the officials of the office, but 
that it will be peremptorily stopped 
in future 
The rule followed at present at the 
local office is that all such m atter 
must be held for two weeks 
If at 
the end of that time it is unclaimed 
by the person addressed, notification 
of the fact is sent to the publishers, 
and the employes fee! free to appro­ 
priate the magazines, provided they 
are not of actual intrinsi* 
value. 
If 
at the expiration of five weeks the 
m agazines continue to come and re­ 
main uncalled for. they are returned, 
with double, postage «barge, at the 
expense of tbe publisher:', and this 
course, it is understood, usually se- 
cures discontinuance of the .public« 
tion.
